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Dispute

NEW YORK (AP)— The 
Kennedy book dispute could 
find quietly now after Mrs. 
John F. Kennedy's decision 
to. withhold temporarily her 
suit to-stop its publication; 
a family spokesman In- 
dicated today. 

"I'm -not going to guarantee 
it," he said, "but much points to 
a resolution. There has been 
progress and I think things 
could well be resolved noiseless- 
ly and soon." ■ 

Attorneys for Mrs, Kennedy 
and Harper -& Row, publishers 
of William Manchester's' "The 
Death of a President," an ac- 
count of the Kennedy assassina- 
tion, agreed Tuesday to put off 
hearings on her request for an 
injunction against the book until 
mlH-Jflnuary in expectation of a 
reasonably quick settlement. 

The parties, ordered to ap- 
pear at a State Supreme Court 
show cause hearing, said the 
arrangement would give them 
sufficient time for more discus- 
sion .on passages to be trimmed 
from the 300,000- word text. Both 
sides characterized progress as 
"steady." 

"That's great," said Man- 
Chester's wife. Julia* learning of 
the decision. Manchester, recov- 
ering In a hospital from a mild 
case of pneumonia, was not 
available for comment. 

Mrs. Kennedy and Harper & 

Manchester's hospitalization 
Monday 1 made It necessary to 
continue talks "over a Iongr~

Harper & Row called the sit- 
uation "hopeful" and indicated 
that an amicable settlement

The publisher also agreed In 
the statement not to bring out 
the book until April 1. Look 
magazine reached a' settlement 
with Mrs. Kennedy on deletions 
In Its 60,000-word extract of the 
text, the first installment or 
which reaches newsstands tfan.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
United Suites' weather' chief 

fircdictcd today that two-weeks- 
n -advance weather* forecasts 
for any part of tho world will be 
possible within 10 or 15 years. 

They wold predict the' weath- 
er,— fatr*or~foutr for "each day 
over that span, and could lead 
to-enormous dollar savings. 

Present - day capahtltles_ of 
thrco-days-ahcad forecasts" even 
in the United States are pretty 
iffy. Uclared Dr. Robert M. 
White, chief of the government's 
Environmental -Science-Services 
Admlnsl tint Ion, which includes 
the Weather Bureau. 

The. Improved prospect stems, 
White reported,, from a rcently 
launched international effort 
colled the "World Wenther Pro- 
gram" In which he said all na- 
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tions, Including Russia, and Red 
China, are cooperating. 

The long-range effort 
planned" byuhe- -World Meteoro- 
logical Organization, a spceiaL- 
ized agency of the United Na- 
tions — alms at marshaling so- 
phisticated computers.-weather- 
cye satellites and new concepts 
In atmospheric probing In ~ 
coordinate! effort. 

The program . envisions not 
only improvctl and larger-range 
weather forecasts but possibly 
even breakthroughs toward 
weather-control. Dr. White and 
several American associates 
said In reports to the 133rd 
meeting of the American Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Science, 

It may be conservative to 
say," declared White, "that 
through a world- weather pro- 
gram, our nation (alone) can 
realize economic benefits ex- 
ceeding SI billion annually. And, 
If weather and climate modifi- 
cation can be achieved on a sub- 
stantial scale, the benefits, to 
humanity will surpass all our 
Imaglnngs.", , 

He said ■ that at present, 
weather hazards kill between 1,- 
220~«nd'"l : ;3(IO Americans.- and 
ctuftfL-inore than HI billion in 
agricultural- and other economic 
losses every year.

12 Killed As Truck 
Stalls On Railroad

EVERETT, Mass. (AP)— Twelve persons were killed 
and' 18 others injured early today In the flaming collision 
of a Boston and Maine Railroad diesel car and an oil 
truck stalled on a street crossing." The impact exploded 
some 7,000 gallons of fuel oil and the flames engulfed 
the passenger car with some 35 persons aboard. The 
trapped passengers struggled to flee the Inferno but 
one door was blocked by a body. Fire Chief Herbert 
Fothergill of nearby Chel- 
sea said most of the vic- 
tims were trapped about 20 
minutes before the flames 
could be brought under control; 

Two of the injured were re- 
ported in serious condition. 

The single-car train's passen- 
gers had left North Station in 



earlier. Many had attended a 
hockey game in Boston Garden 
and were heading home when 
the collision occurred in this in- 
dustrial city adjacent to Boston. 
Firemen defied the flames 
with bare hands" to haul some 
of the passengers from the burn- 
ing car. Fothergill said,. 

Emergency equipment' ■ was 
rushed to the scene and the dead 
and injured rushed to hospitals 
in Boston, Everett and Chelsea. 

Policeman Ralph DcVito said 
he and officer George Stewart 
"tried breaking the windows 
with our night sticks but that 
wouldn't work.

89 Viet Cong

- Tho multircgimcnt force of 
Vietnamese infantrymen, para- 
troopers, armored cavalrymen 
and Popular- Force units de- 
scended on a Vict Cong strong- 
hold in Chuong Thlen Province 
125 miles west-southwest of Sai- 
gon. American troops reported- 
ly will be deployed in parts of 
the delta In the near future. 

Tho paratroopers jumped 
from 33 planes — 13 U.S. Air 
Force transports and 20 C47s of 
the South Vietnamese air force. 

Vietnamese headquarters said 
the paratroopers ran into no 
.opposition when they jumped.

Ipngcd soon after Congress con- 
venes -Jan. 10. 

Sen. J.W. Fulbrlght,' D-Ark„ 
chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee and critic 
of U.S. policy In the war, plans 
hearings on the subject.

" SYNOPSIS AND AGRICULTURAL SUMMARY 
The storm that brought us our Christmas Day snow has now 
become an Intense surface storm and Is moving Into the Great 
Lakes Region. Pressures, in our valleys have become- higher 
again with a high pressure center located In northeastern Nevada. 
Light snow Is falling In eastern' valleys with partly cloudy to 
cloudy skies In other valleys of Southern Idaho. 

The upper air flow aloft Into the Intermountain Region has 
changed from the" north to a northwesterly flow. Minor disturb, 
onces moving quite rapidly into our area from the Gulf of 
Alaskn will cause cloudiness and periods of light snow today and 
again on Thursday. Measurable amounts of snow are forecast 
but moisture amounts will be light during the next two days. As 
higher pressure aloft moves farther onto the West Coast upper 
air disturbances will move cast of our valleys and . precipitation 
probabilities will lower on Friday, 

Little change in temperature Is expected th'rough Friday.. 
Maximum temperatures today and Thursday will be InAhe teens 
and 20s. Minimum temperatures tonight will be generally in 
the teens elsewhere. 

FIVE-DAY FORECAST 
Higher pressure In the upper levels Is forecast to move back 
Into (he Intermountain Region now that the cold low aloft to the 
south Is moving eastward. Relatively higher pressure will per- 
sist at tho surface during this period. 

Temperatures In tho valleys of Southern Idaho Thursday, 
through Monday wilt average from 2 ia II degrees below normal. 
Warming' in the upper levels will accompany the building of 
higher pressure which* will tend to J hoId the colder air in these 
valleys. Little day to day changes are forecast until possibly 
over the weekend, when weak surface storms may cause 
some mixing of the air.

A pre-dnwn fire destroyed part 
of-thc-f amcH-Marcy - Hotel .-In 
this Adirondack resort today, 
and firemen said two employes 
were missing. The estimated 479 
guests escaped safely, nut the 
owner and four employes were 
Injured: 

Three other employes whom 
police had presumed dead final- 
ly were located In the village. 

The injured, suffering mostly 
from smoke inhalation, were re- 
ported in fair condition at Pla- 
cid Memorial Hospital. The 
owner. Jack Davis, 52, suffered 
a minor cut on the left leg. 

Fire officials said the fire 
broke out In the kitchen and was 
confined to the three floors of 
the southern wing of the 70- 
year-old structure, which was 
basically wooden but had been 
remodeled with brick, stone and 
glass. 

■ The flames swept the kitchen, 
a dining room, swimming pool 
and employes' quarters. on the 
third floor. 

Firemen from several com- 
munities controlled the flames 
In about an hour and a half and 
prevented them from reaching 
guests' rooms In the five-story 
main section. The guests; nu- 
merous because of the current 
winter sports, fled in their 
nightclothcs in freezing weath- 
er, anti sought rooms In other 
hotels.

When Denis was found, he 
was about one-half mile from 
where he and his companion 
had separated, officers said.. 

Deputy Sheriff Wayne Han- 
kins was first to locate the youth 
between 5:30 and 6 p.m. Deputy 
Hanklns said he heard a feeble 
call and called in return. When 
he was sure his calls were being 
nnswcrod_by the lost youth, he 
began firing his pistol to sum- 
mon- f ur-tber-a Id. . --. 

He located the boy on a dirt 
and -fock ledge about one and' 
one-half miles from the Rock 
Creek bridge. Young DcRouen 
had slipped for several feet and 
then finally plungtd over a 25 
foot embankment. 
' The Sheriff said if Denis had 
fallen about six feet farther out, 
he would have plunged straight 
to the bottom of the canyon 
which is about as deep at this 
point as the Snake River gorge. 

The terrain he was found in 
was brushy, fsnow-covered and 
wet, accordlng-to Sheriff Ben- 
ham. He said the youth's rifle 
had snogged as he started to 
fall, and remained In the brush 
above hlm.~" 

' Part of the rescue party was 
able to reach the' ledge the 
youth was perched on. He was 
wrapped In blankets and taken 
up the Incline with the i 
ropes tied to the blankets. 

Tho youth was "shaky from 
the cold" os were most of "the 
searchers, but was apparently 
not seriously injured. He told 
officers he hod been calling 
about'every five minutes" since 
he had fallen about noon.

Of a seven-man team 
or scientists who made a study 
or swavbacked lambs, four de- 
veloped multiple sclerosis.

NEW YORK (AR) — A more 
cautious 'consumer attitude to- 
ward buying and borrowing, a 
trend to easier credit, secure 
jobs- for most skilled .workers, 
some more price Increases arc 
in prospect for 1967. 

A very high standard oT living 
will continue for most Ameri- 
cans. But the fear. If not the 
probability, of a recession docs 
exist. A wide disparity in fore- 
casts exists and some econo- 
mists foresee a' rather sharp 
slowdown. 

More uncertainties exist 
the 1967 picture than In most 
previous years. The Vietnam 
war-an4^theques"tion' of taxes 
are basicwThc" 1967 economy. 
They are also, perhaps, unpre- 
dictable, 

Here's a review of some eco- 
nomic highlights and the outlook 
In several consumer areas: 
.JOBS — A continuation of sta- 
bleremployment for the skilled. 

Unemployment dropped ^-lo 
less than 4 per cent of the labor 
force during 1966. Most people 
who wanted jobs had them, and 
that Included teen-agers, women 
and most of the unskilled. Un- 
employment for married men 
dropped below 2 per cent. 

One blight on the record was 
a rise In the number of unskilled 
Negro Jobless. New technologies 
and tho elimination of some low- 
paying jobs were blamed. This 
now Is one of the nation's most 
serious work problems. 

Otherwise, the generally good 
record likely wltl continue 
through much or 1967. Govern- 
ment -civilian employment will 
rise to 2.7 million, the highest 
since the Korean War. Automo-

HOUSING — Could get better 
after a dismal 1966. 

Housing was the chief victim 
of tight money In 1966, forcing 
hotfsing starts to the lowest lev- 
el in 20 years. Some analysts 
now feel this decline has creat- 
ed a pent-up demand for 
housing that will make itself felt 
In the second half of 1S67. 

Many factors arc at work. The 
federal government has begun 
pumping money into the housing 
market to make mortgages cos- 
ier. Credit also may case. And 
future homeowners aren't like- 
ly to postpone buying a house 
indefinitely. 

APPLIANCES-A mixed pic- 
ture. 

Consumers seem Jto be In a 
cautious mood toward expendi- 
tures for large appliances. In 
I960 they bought close to 19 mil- 
lion units, a 10 per cent gain 
over 1955; Increases, but at a 
slower rate, are forecast for 
1967. 

The depressed housing situa- 
tion has Seen blamed for exert- 
ing a drag on sales or washing 
machines; refrigerators, air 
conditioners and similar large 
appliances. 

AUTOMOBILES— A big year 
butnot-as-big-ns-bofOK 



for the second straight year. 
Nevertheless, -the 6.5 million to 
6.7 million car sales being fore- 
cast will make 1967 a big year. 

These vehicles will cost more 
than.autos did in I9G6, but most 
of the Increase is due to safety 
features' that' have been" built 
into the. vehicles at the factory. 

Because of new automotive 
and highway, safety laws the 
Inspection and regulation of ve- 
hicles and drivers will become 
increasingly strict. 
SERVICES— A continued rise. 
One of the biggest increases 
in the cost of any service during 
was In medical care. In 



cost of hotel rooms went up and 
so did the cost of the meal that 
often went with It. Unless Infla- 
tionary demands are lessened, 
it looks like more of the some in 
1967. 

TAXES— A big question mark. 

At least one bright spot in the 
19G7 tax picture will appear In 
April. Many Americans then are 
going to find they do not face an 
additional lump sum federal 
income tax payment. The rea- 
son: withholding" of taxes was 
greater in 19G6. 

State legislatures during 1966 
took action that may add as 
much as $500 million to state 
taxes during 1967. Social Sccurl- 
ty payments will be higher also.

In the past, 
collective farmers got only what 
cash was left over, If any, after 
all bllLs-of the collective farm 
had been paid. 

Income of collective farmers 
now Is 33 per cent below that of 
workers in Industry by govern- 
ment estimate, or about KS a 
month. .

Hanoi Bombing Raids Along Supply 
Routes Kill Civilians, Damage Homes 



NEW-YORK (AP) - 
bombing raids along rail and 
highway supply routes near Ha- 
noi have killed civilians and 
severely damaged residential 
areas, Harrison E. Salisbury, an 
assistant managing editor of the 
New. York .Times,, has. reported 
from Hanoi. — 

Some villages and -hamlets 
have been "almost obliterated" 
by the American attacks "but 
the effect on transportation" has 
been minimal." Salisbury said 
in a dispatch in the Times to- 
day. 

In another dispatch, Salisbury 
said he visited Nam Dinh, 50 
miles southeast of the North 
Vietnamese capital, on Christ- 
mas Day and found block- After 
block of "utter dcsolatiorf." He 
said 89 people have been killed 
and 405 wounded by raids there. 

Ho also reported that raids 
Oct. 1, 2 and 0 killed or wound- 
ed 40 persons and destroyed ev- 
ery house and building in Phu 
Ly, a town of 10,000 about 35 
miles south or Hanoi. Nearly all 
the population had been evacu- 
ated. - ,

NEW YORK, (AP) — Despite 
smaller expenditures and a 
much smaller working space, 
research Into the inner area of 
the consumer mind Is as eco- 
nomically Important today as 
the explorations of the heavens. 

For years, consumer buying. _ 
Intentions have been treated, 
wilh great solemnity. Now 
we're finding that the coruumer 



isn't a simple automaton tnat 
responds* to stimuli as a light 
bulb responds to electric cur- 
rent. He is more complex. 

The consumer's intentions 
cannot, It seems, bo placed In 
the same category as business 
jntijntions. Business -plans, are 
made formally,.pften m a board 
room.- Consumer —plans are 
made Informally, over, tho 
kitchen table. There's nothing 
definite about them. 
■What the consumer tells the 
researcher he Intends to do, 
studies show, Isn't alwaxsjvhat 
ho actually does. Thus "wt con- 
stantly (Ind the word "unex- 
pected" associated with con- 
sumer purchases. 

In recent weeks, automobile 
sales arc unexpectedly low, 
Christmas sales were not as 
great as merchants had hoped, 
and some retail food prices fell, 
partly because of consumer re- 
sistance. 

In Just the automotive area, 
consumer resistance already Is 
costing manufacturers nnd sup- 
pliers tens of millions of dollars 
In delayed or canceled sales — 
sales that surveys had Indicated 
would occur. . 

Does the consumer ever ad- 
mit to himself that he won't buy 
the car hc-"had Intended to? 
Docs he admit it to a research- 
er? Does he ever make a clear- 
cut decision? Or doei he just let 
the matter drift? 

Recognizing this uncertainty, 
the National Bureau of Econom- 
ic Research, a reputable private 
group, 'has borrowed a term 
from weather forecasting: 
Probabiltlcs. 

Instead of referring to con- 
sumer Intentions, the bureau 
attemols to determine the 
probability that the consumer 
will follow through on the slated 

Intention. 

One of the first findings wasi 
that most purchases in the 
group of households studied ■' 
were made by tho« that had 
told researchers they had no in- 
tention to buy. 

Another finding: Consumers 
who said the chances are great- 
er that they would buy an object 
In the distant rather than the 
very near future often made the 
actual purchase In the near pe- 
riod. - - 

Other studies also are under 
way now to more precisely de- 
termine consumer motivations. 
It's easy enough to say he will 
spend when economic prospects 
arc good and that he won't 
spend when the economy turns 
down. 

But what does he do whea the 
outlook is uncertain? That's the 
question, and Its one oF today's 
biggest economic problems 'top. ■
